Operation  "Yamacraw  1949"  lias  now  been  completed.  The  High  Command 
is  pleased  with  the  fine  work  done  by  the  stall  and  faculty  in  making  this  opera- 
tion a  success  and  hopes  the  students  in  general  will  fully  appreciate  the  work, 
sweat,  and  tears    (mostly  sweat,  though)  that  has  made  this  operation  a  success. 

The  operation  began  towards  the  end  ol  May  1948  when  the  Student  Govern- 
ment appointed  the  leaders  ol  the  operation.  The  leaders  were  inexperienced, 
a  little  doubtful  as  to  the  outcome,  but  willing  to  try.

In 
November  the  High  Command  recalled  the  forces  as  they  had  been  badly  beaten 
in  the  first  phase  due  to  inexperience  under  die  and  insufficient  quantities  ol 
material.  In  |anuary  the  second  phase  ol  the  operation,  photography,  was  com 
pleted  after  a  lather  lengthy  struggle. 

In  the  lattei  pan  ol  January  we  were  honored  by  the  visit  ol  some  very  dis- 
tinguished guests  from  the  C.IK)  in  Lupton  Hall  to  our  theater  of  action.  Gen- 
erals Seward,  Brown,  Pope.  Livingston,  and  Daugert  were  highly  pleased  with 
the  plans  and  phases  ol   the  operation  that  they  observed  during  their  stay. 

"H"  Hour  (Deadline)  arrived  and  passed.  Operation  "Yamacraw  1949"  had 
to  be  recalled  on  "D  phis  one"  due  to  the  excessive  interference  from  GHQ  in 
the  form  ol  efficiency  tests  and  inspections  ('examinations)  and  the  dereliction 
ol  dui\   on  the  part  ol  the  material  and  supply  command    (Art  editors). 

A  new  date  was  set  and  though  the  struggle  was  rough  and  drawn  c>ut.  success 
was  ours.  The  casualties  from  the  operation  were  small  in  number  but  a  great 
loss  to  the  cause.  Hob  \lc  Millan.  Art  Editor;  Russell  Borgstede,  Assistant 
Art  Editor;  and  Di.  I'eteis.  Advisor,  were  lost  in  December,  but  not  forgotten 
is  their  time  and  energy  spent  in  making  this  operation  a  success.
